-. DOHENY AND FALL 
ACQUITTED. | 


Albert B. Fall, who was secretary of the interior 
under President Harding, and Edward Doheny, an 
important figure in the oi] trade, have been found 
mot guilty of conspiracy to d the United 
States government in the leasing of the California 
naval ofl reserve lands in 1921. The most important 
testimony in the trial concerned $100,000 in cash 


money was a gift in recognition of an old friend- 
ship dating back to pioneer days and had no bearing 
op his lease of the oj] lands. The defense made 
much of the fact that the leases were made at a 
time when our government had reason to fear a 
war with Japan and it seemed of the utmost impor- 


keep them filled for our navy. Congress had not 
appropriated for the tanks, and the only way left 
to get them immediately was to pay for them in oil 
to be taken from the naval reserve. The jury 
accepted this interpretation of the matter and set 
Fall and Doheny free. ; 

_ Criticism of the verdict has already been heard 
in Washington. Senator Heflin of Alabama said it 


think the jury paid less attention to such old fash- 
foned matters as the law and the evidence than to 
the question whether Doheny and Fall were the 


go to jail. If that was, indeed, the attitude of the 
jury it is, at any rate, not unprecedented. The 
government has had indifferent success of late in 
prosecutions such as this one. The evidence ad- 
@uced by congressional committees appears to have 
no great value when presented before a jury. : 

The acquittal of Doheny and Fall, it must be 
remembered, is not a thing apart. It takes its 
place as the latest in a series of acquittals and 
disagreements in courts widely scattered through- 
out the country, dating back at least to the trial of 
Senator Wheeler of Montana. He was accused first 
before a senate committee and later before a United 
States court in his own state of using his official 


to government lands. Following his acquittal the 
‘government failed to convict Daugherty and Miller 
in New York of having made a good thing of the 
alien property custodianship. the only suc- 
cessful prosecution in the list was that of Col. 
Forbes and John W. Thompson, wHo were convicted 
in the federal court in Chicago of having profited 
from contracts for the construction of government 
hospitals for wounded veterans. 

The record suggests that the laws against the 
@buse of public trust are among the most difficult 
to enforce. The evidence for the prosecution is 
difficult to obtain and difficult to present, and in 
addition juries show an ability amounting some- 
times to eagerness to accept the theories of the 
Gefense. We may safely conclude that the prosecu- 
tion of men suspected of misconduct in office is 
never, of itself, going to give this country good 


government. At best it is closing the barn door 


after the horse has gone.

Theré have been words 
and words about czarism, the proletariat, commu- 
nism, agrarian revolt, division of lands and the re- 
gurgence of humanity in the Red revolution. These 
Were conventional hinges to swing arguments on. 
The truth was and is that the Tartar Russians 
found a chance to get away from the German task- 
masters of western white civilization who were 
making them work, making them run their rail- 
-feads and their industries and keeping them up to 
the mark, Peter the Great started it by cutting off 
beards and heads, tucking in shirts and laying on 
lashes, and Lenin got away from it by cutting off 
heads and letting beards grow. 

_ Burope bas tried to hustle the east, with the 
‘United States sticking in a prod here and there. 
The warships in the treaty ports and in the Chinese 
rivers back up the hustlers and the missionaries

or that they shall live nobler lives in cleaner quar- 
ters with a lower death rate. 

The arme< forves of Europe are in China to see 
that the Chinamen work and that the Chinese re- 
sources contribute something to the general well 
being of the world, which generally means the 
White world. They are not in Japan for that pur- 
pose because the Japanese can keep them out and 
the Japanese can do go, or have done so, because 
‘they are able to hustle themselves. Japan thus 
is exempt from many of the attentions of Hurope 
and from many of the traits of Asia. It also fs 


willing to hustle the Chinaman and might do so 


with a great deal more of effectiveness if Europe 
would step out of the way. 

From Moscow to Canton there is agreement that 
the populace does not want white men hustling 
it. We've no doubt if the east could be made to 
work as the white man wants it to, and as he sug- 
gests with his warships, the east soon would be 
better off. Asiatic life might be made agreeable 
on the products of its labor and resources. The 
final development might be uncomfortable fof the 
western peoples who had brought it about. Asiatic 
industries might mean Asiatic power and again 
the east might look toward Europe, or America, 
inquiring, “What have you?” And: “If you have 
it, we want it.” : | 
It may be true that the east is east and the west 
is west, and in a sense also that the twain shall 
never meet. But they meet in the work shop and 
the east is hustled. Its heterogeneous parts might 
unite under another Kublai Khan with the battie 
ery: “No can do.” 


THREE HITS OF THE WEEK. 


It has been a notable week in contemporaneous 
literature. There was R. H. L.'s story of Clar- 
ence, the boy who just could not get ahead and 
who was such a disappointment to his father and 
mother. Well, if you want our son to become a 


| wealthy man, said his father, let’s make a boot- 


legger out of him. No, said Clarence’s mother, 
proudly, I do not want him to bring dishonor on his 
family name. The constitution of the United States 
says that bootlegging is a crime, while it is silent 
on the subject of murder and bank robbery. That's 
true enough, said Clarence’s father. We'll make a 
bank burglar out of him, but first let us start him 
out humbly as a common second story worker and 
sneak thief. You all have read how Clarence arose 
from the depths of failure as a second story worker 
to financial and social success by buying a Line 
Book. We gather that the secrets of success are 
in the Line Book. We haven't seen it, but we 
agree that Clarence is the great American novel. 

It is, of course, more than a coincidence that the 
second great bit of literature also appeared through 
the medium of THe TrisunE. If we did not do 
three or four such things every week some other 
paper might be the W. G. N. We doubt it, but 
then there’s the possibility. The second bit was 
Mussolini’s description of American labor. When 
Il Duce has a lyric flight it’s a long one and a 
high one. 

The third of these inspirations, also appearing in 
THE TRIBUNE, was Fred Lundin’s biographical 
treatment of William Hale Thompson. It is true 
that Mr. Lundin had a subject which stage people 


. would regard as fat. This does not refer to weight 


on the hoof, but to adaptability to the purpose in 
hand. Mr. Thompson fairly exudes adaptability. 
For the purpose of a biography he is the largest 
dish of white meat and dark meat and chestnut 
stuffing a carver would want to slice. 

Mr. Lundiri served him all around. Again we 
concede the peculiarly fortunate circumstances of 
this work. Knowledge of Mr. Thompson is some- 
thing Mr. Lundin hasn’t got anything but. He 
knows what has made Big Bill big. His explora- 
tion of this bird was a masterpiece. We hope he 
continues to exercise his gifts. It would, prob- 
ably, be too much to hope that they might even be 
extended into the field of autobiography, but pos- 
sibly Mr. Thompson will be inspired by his old 
friend’s success in carving him up to attempt the

ST. LAWRENCE POWER AND WATERWAYS. 
{The Montreal Star.} 

The joint report of the Canadian and American en- 
gineers who have been studying for twenty months 
the two captivating possibilities of harnessing the St. 
Lawrence river to a mightily enhanced industrial | 
development on both sides of the border, and of deep- 
ening it into a waterway for ocean vessels, is so 
hopelessly out of joint itself as to at least postpone 
any practical result for a fairly long time. ‘There 
is clearly a lot of “ spade work” to be done before 
we can call in the steam shovels. | 
But the figures of cost quoted will probably have an 
immediate effect. When we are told that the cost 
of the power scheme alone will hover about the neigh- 
borhood of three hundred million dollars, it will seem 
to most Canadians that—however desirable this proj- 
ect may be-—Canada is not today in a position to 
shoulder even her share. 

Of course, we are quite certain that our generous 
American neighbors who are infinitely better off than 
we are-—having made a much better bargain than we 
did in winning the war—and who are in immediate 
need of a large amount of new power, would be quite 
willing to shoulder considerably more than half of the 
cost. They might shoulder it all—on terms. But itt 
is a question whether Canada would be well advised 
to permit the development of an international re- 
fource under such one-sided conditions. The St. Law- 
rence river can wait. It will continue to fow down 
nill until we are ready ‘both to pay for and to profit 
As for the waterways chimera, that is on a quite. 
different footing. Some day we shall want the power. 
That goes without . But whether it will ever 
be profitable to run the » powerful, and expensive 
ships required to stand an ocean voyage up through 
a tedious succession of canals and along peaceful 
river reaches, is a wholly different question. Ship- 
ping meg say that such a notion is nonsense. They 
argue that river boats cost much ‘less than ocean 
ships, and that it will always be economically neces- 
sary to use them on jong and slow inland voyages,

FOES. 

“9 HEN it was found that milk did 
not have very much power to 
prevent scurvy, a pretty severe 
strain was put on orange juice. 

Soon afterwards it was discovered that 
none of the milk and milk products, meat 
and meat products and vegetables had a 
g00d supply of the antiscurvy vitamia 
unless they were grown in the seasons 
of sunshine and in places where sut- 
Shine abounded. In the case of some 
of these foods, storing in dark ware- 
houses caused this vitamin to disappear. 
The only milk which was rich is this 


lived out of doors and grazed on grasses 
as they grew in the pasture. 

When these facts became known, th> 
custom of feeding orange juice to babies 
developed speedily. Just about this time 
it was discovered that milk was a little 
too alkaline in a certain sense for easy 
digestion. The net result was that many 
people put orange juice in the baby’s 
milk.

To meet the emergency Davis aud

cabbage, spinach, and carrots to be satis- 
factory substitutes. In each instance 
the juice of the vegetable was used. 


+ Spinach was washed well, then boiled 
for twenty minutes.’ No water was 
added, though there was a good deal 
of wash water on the leaves. The juice 
was then pressed from the leaves. It 
was strained, sealed and put away in 
the ice box. The juice prepared in this 
way kept one week in good condition.. 

Only small, young carrots were used. 
These were cut in small pieces, covered 
with water, and boiled for about twenty 
minutes. The mash was pressed and the 
juice was strained, canned, sealed ani 
put in the ice box.

It has 
been found that orange juice, lemor 
juice, lime juice, prune juice, apple 


juice. cider, and thé other fruit juices | 


are not of equal efficiency in preventing 
scurvy. The main requirement seems 
to be fresh, young, tender vegetables

MAX REINHARDT. 


BY JAMES O'DONNELL BENNETT. 
Europe’s foremost theatrical pro- 
ducer is on his way to explore Amer- 


ica’s movieland. , 

Max Reinhardt, stage revolutionist, 
who sent to this country that miracle 
of pantomime, music and tableau called 
“ The Miracle,” left Chicago for Holly- 
wood last night after a day of lunch- 
eons and receptions given in his honor. 

This is his first American visit to 
take him west of the Atlantic sea- 
board, and it will be a tour of explora- 
tion, 

As actor and producer, Professor } 
Reihhardt has touched nearly every 
department of stage representation, 
and he never touched any department 
without making new history in it. 
Even. so, he is only 53, and yesterday 
did not look it by ten years, meaning, 
however, that he had been “ veritably 
cooked” in ne of our overheated 
sleepers. 

Now the movies lure him. Hence 
to Hollywood for a month's study. 

“ Hollywood,” he said, “is the cen- 
ter of the new international language. } 
One goes to Rome to see the pope. 
One goes to Hollywood to see the 
pictures. It is no use to fight the 
movies. The useful thing is to study 
them. Boundless possibilities may lie 
in them. I do not know. I am going 
to explore. This is to be a tour of 
exploration. .It will be very attentive: 
and its impulse is very optimistic. 


“For one thing, the film has not 
yet been redeemed from its muteness. 
Can it be? I do not know. Perhaps 
my explorations will tell me. I do not 
mean that the film is redeemed from 
muteness by patching together for a 
picture a musical setting selected from 
any ol¢ things, or by the use of the 
vitaphone, which is most inartistic 
and omy emphasizes unreality. Music 
can rescue the film from muteness only 
if music and film can be presented vad 
@ unified creation. They must be twin 
comporitions. Into such possibilities I 
shall explore.”’ 

This man, who has made his inter- 
national fame in the field of the spoken 
drama and of pantomime, credits the 
movies with improving oral acting. 


“The movies,” he said, “ are improv- 
ing the acting of the spokeh drama by 
modifying it. They are simplifying it, 
stripping it of exaggerations. Specta- 
tors of a film would not endure the 
contortions and extravagances which 
they used to endure in the oral actor, 
so pitiless a revealer of excesses is 
the film.

That 
should have a great bearing on his 
growth. He has no excuse for re- 
peated errors of taste or of technique. 
He can incesgantly compare; he can 
specifically measure his development.
